REMARKS 

Amendments to claims 

This response cancels claims 10-48 and amends claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 9, 49, 50, 55, and 56. 

All the claims, including the amendments, are shown in the previous section. Applicants submit 
that the amendments do not introduce new matter. More specifically: 

Applicants have amended claim 1 in accordance with the election discussed in more 
detail below. These amendments include amendments to formula (I); the R\ R^, R^, A, and D 
(now "Z") definitions; and the applicable provisos. In addition, the amendments include the 
deletion of the n definition, B definition, and inapplicable provisos. 

Claim 1 has been amended to replace the variable "D" with "Z" so that the variable is not 
confused with deuterium. This amendment is intended to make claim 1 clearer. 

Other amendments rephrase the claims, remove redundancies or unnecessary terms, or 
correct granmiatical or obvious errors. Applicants submit that such amendments are permissible 
under MPEP §2163.07. 

Applicants reserve the right to pursue any canceled subject matter and/or any other 
subject matter disclosed in this application in one or more later-filed divisional and/or 
continuation applications. 

Response to Restriction Requirement 

Applicants elect Group I from the May 12, 2005 restriction requirement for prosecution 
on the merits. It is Applicants' understanding that this group encompasses all of claims 1-9 to the 
extent they recite pharmaceutical compositions comprising a sah, wherein: 

A. The salt comprises a compound corresponding in structure to formula (I); 

B. n is zero; 

C. Aisnot SOaorN; 

D. DisN,NH,orN-CH3; 

E. Ri, R2, and the N to which they are bonded do not together form a pyrrolidinyl, 
piperidinyl, morpholinyl, 4-methyl piperazinyl, or imidazolyl. 

Applicants elect the compound of claim 7 (sumanirole) as the starting point for examination: 
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Although examination is currently restricted to composition claims. Applicants request 
that the corresponding method-of-treatment claims (/.e., claims 49-62) be rejoined into the 
application to the extent that such claims have the same limitations as any allowed compound 
claims. Under such a circumstance, rejoinder is required imder MPEP 821 .04: 

Process claims which depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is 
presented prior to final rejection or allowance. 

MPEP §821.04 (emphasis added).
